There was a meeting of certain crusaders held at the Clock 


House, King’s-road, Chelsea, on Tuesday last, to receive the | 
first ** Annual Report” of a society instituted “ for the better 
observance of the Sabbath.” The Rey. Wa. Lueckwoop in the | 
Chair, supported by the Reverends Owen, Harpoine, Herve. | 
rena, Carsswew., Tracy, Exuicr, Betcner, &c.—and though | 
last, not leasi—our good friend, Saint Henay. ‘The audience | 
consisted of a full meeting of both sexes, among whom were | 
a sprinkling of * all sorts.” ‘The business of the evening com- | 
menced with a prayer and ended with a hymn, after a four | 
hours’ ** palaver,” that is to say, from seven to eleven o'clock. 

We cannot give a report ofthe speeches, although we have 
one lying before us, Suflice it to say, as might have been ex- | 
pected, they were like T'homond’s cocks, “all on one side.” | 
The rey. Chairman, however, we were glad to hear say, “ felt | 
a pleasure in secing the hot dinners of wis parishoners going | 
home from the evenona Sunday.” We agreed also with the 
Rev. H. Owen, that “ every man talked of his concience now. | 
a-days, which was like an Indian rubber pair of boots, that | 
stretched or receded according to the foot of the wearer.” 

Among the laical saints the lengthy addresses were not, | 
indce'l, more learned than lack.a-daisyeal : exempli gratia. 

Mr. Crese, acoalman, although, in speaking of his “ in- 
feriors” modestly added * if I have any”—said, that “ women 
had always more patience than men” (the ladies smiled nem. | 
con.,) and after very much of tautology, did a little of mytho- 
logy. He said something (we did not hear what) was like 
somebody (a Mr. Sysiphus, we believe,) pushing a coal (or 
stone) up a hill, and letting it fall down ogain.

Do the delectables of democracy suppose they will be ena- 
bled to shame aristocracy into virtue ? Verily, virtue has no- | 
thing to do with the matter. We are, as our readers well 
know, unflinching advocates of religious toleration : but we 
despise the fanatic and the hypocrite who sets out crusading 
with the word of peace in his left hand and the sword of op.

If stage coaches, if, in short, every convenience or trifling 
luxury enjoyed by industry once in a week, were to be put down 
to-morrow, would the luxuries of the “ groat” be abridged by 
one particle ? Do we see a lesser number of carriages at the 
church doors of those who preach against the weekly enjoy- 
ments of the poor man than formerly? And, are the menials | 
of rich clergymen out of livery, their cooks absent from their 
kitchens, or their parties more thinly attended on Sundays ? 
We must really beg to remind ultra-religionists, that the very 
essence of Rexicion itself is tobe found—not merely in words, 
hut—in coop works: and those who believe that its cause can 
be strengthened by penal enactments, may indeed be the 
friends of litigation, but they are none to Christianity, which 
teaches to ‘do unto all mey as you would they should do unto 
you.”

The rise of water in the river is altogether unprecedented. | 


At ten o’clock yesterday morning it was higher than at the | sures, consistent with a due observance of

The entire extent of the Pier and Quay.- | 
street, is from eight to twelve feet under water; boats are mo.- | 
ving in South,Market, Dean, and other streets; and the cel- 
lars on both sides of Market street, and as far as Union, Liber- 
ty, and Green streets, are filled. ‘The approaches to the steam | 
boats and other craft, are made from the Eagle Tavern and 
other parts of Market street in small boats. 
The loss is great, and at this season of activity and busi- | 
ness, particularly unfortunate. Large quantities of wood, | 
timber, &c. have been swept away, and serious damage sus- | 
tained by articles in the ware houses. | 
In ‘Troy, the inundation, although less injurious to the dwel- 
lings and ware-houses, 1s severe. It is reported that five men, | 
engaged in navigating a raft, were drowned on Wednesday, in 
consequence of the breaking up and destruction of the raft by 


| force of the current ; and that a man and his son, in attempting 


to save their property, which had become surrounded by water, 
were drawn into the current and drowned. It is stated that they 
had sueceeded in removing six cows from immediate danger ‘ 
but that the seventh, which they attempted to draw out by 
means of a rope fastened to her horns, drew them in.

out which all others lose their value—becausse, in the abscence | 
of health, whatever else may be at command, we are not in a 


| condition for enjoyment. 


IIe, then, who would know the real value of human life, and 
how many and delightful are the innocent sources of physical 
pleasure, should make health his first study. Men are not 
sufficiently aware to what extent their comfort and happiness 
in this all important matter is within their own power, nor do 
they generally know that most of their bodily infirmities are 
attributahle either to neglect or excess. 

It is not, however, our present purpose to write a homily j 
Talents of the highest or- 
der, both in prose and verse, have long since enlisted the truths 
of science, and the beauties of poesy, to illustrate the advan. 
tages to Le derived from a due attention to diet and cleanli- 
ness. 

Our objection the present occasion will be accomplished, if 


| we shall call the attention of our readers to the recollection of 


what the most eminent medical men have written on the great 
advantage to be derived, as promotive of the latter named vir- 
tue, from the practice of bathing. 


If all this be true, as we religiously believe it to be, does it

SENTENCE OF THE PRISONERS. 

On Saturday morning, William Teller, alias John Scott, 
jand Cwsar Reynolds, convicted of crime of murder, were 
brought into Court to receive their sentence of death. An 
immense concourse of citizens attended, filling not only the 
/court room and galleries, but blocking the area, and crowding 
the windows. ‘The prisoners were placed at the bar, and every 
eye was turned on them. Scott was dejected—his countenance 
was pale and haggard, and he had evidently had but little rest 
the preceding might. Cesar was calm and resolute, and sur- 
veyed the Court with a steady but anxious eye. 

When asked if they had any thing to say why sentence of 
death should not be pronounced upon them, there was a mo- 
-ment’s panse—when Cesar remarked, “ [have something to 
,say.” With the most perfect self possession, he made a few 
brief and pertinent observations. He said the Court had re- 

marked to the jury, that he was not to be convicted, except on 
the testimony of two or more witnesses—-and he enquired if 
there had been three witnesses to testify to the fact of his 
guilt, or two, or one. He inquired if there was any thing that 
that had the appearance of guilt against him.—Two of his 
associates, he said, had been acquitted ; but he was told they 
| were respectably connected. He had no such connections, and 
he was convicted. The evidence, he thought, was not such as 
shoul] have convicted him. 
| Seott was less calm and deliberate. He denied that he was 
guilty of wilful murder, but said he had used his best exer- 
| tions to obtain his freedom. There was, he sttpposed, a pre- 
| judice against him for his faults, and he was, in the eye of the 
| public,a base man. But he declared before God, who should 
| judge him, that he was not guilty of wilful murder. He gave 
|orlers, when he let out the prisoners, to hurt no man, ant 
when he left Hoskins inthe possession of the others, he was 
not injured—there had been no wounds, and no blood. He 
wentto (he other part of the prison—-Hoskins hallowed so 
loud, and they made so much noise, that he came and command 
ed silence. He repeated, he was innocent of the crime. He 
thought the Court had been too hard in charging the Jury, 
but he must abide the decision that was made. He mention- 
ed the case of a fellow prisoner at Wethersfield, who had been 
sentenced to only three years imprisonment, although found 
over a dead body, and weapons in his hand. ‘Towards Hos- 
| kins he said he entertained no malice—he did not know he 
| was on guard that night—he intended to do no injury to any 
‘man. He did not complain because his associates wero 
cleared, for he wished no one harm. The thought of death, 
he said, was dreadful—in sickness, and distress, and danger, 
there was hope left ; but here there was none. A day was 
fixed and decided, which was to end existence and the world 
to him. It pressed upon him in a manner he could not do- 
scribe. Ile reiterated his innocence of any intention to com- 
mit wilful murder. 

When he had concluded, Judge Daggett gave the following 
sentence, preceded by some remarks : 

You John Scott and Ceasar Reynolds, are to be taken from 
this place to the prison from whence you came, there to be 
| kept till the last Friday in June next, when you will be remo- 
| ved by the Sheriff of this county to the place appointed by 
law for execution, and there, between the hours of eight and 
ten in the moining, be hanged by the neck till you are dead. 
And may God have mercy on your souls. 

During the remarks and sentence, the prisoners remained 
fixed and firm. Cesar sat down with composure and pertect 
self-possession ; but Scott bowed his head, and seemed over- 
come.

In reply, however, to 
your weak attempt to upset the constitutional argument, I 
maintain that both the government of the state and United 
States have, in effect, made bank notes, or bills of credit, legal 





pernicious indulgence of government is one of the worst cir. 
cumstances connected with the subject. Nobody but yourself | 
would have confounded two things so different as ordinary 
mere intile notes and bank bills that circulate as money ; the | 
‘* ridiculous” parade you make about the constitution preseri- 
bing how business shall be carried on, therefore, needs no no- 
tice. You assert that this prohibitory clause was inserted to 
prevent such issues as were practised under the colonial go- 
vernments occasionally. I think the more probable reason 
was, the enormous suffering the nation was then groaning 
under from the continental paper money. (Such another day 
is in store for us, if the paper money system be not arrested in 
time.) ‘The evils of rag money was painfully clear to the fra- 
mers of the constitution, and they hoped to guard against it ; | 
but how have their hopes been frustrated! On the 31st of 
May, 1781, the continental bills ceased to circulate as money,* 
and were afterwards bought up at various prices from 400 to 
1000 for 1. The present constitution of the United States 
was framed in 1787, of course at the very period when the 
disastrous consequences of that paper money were most felt. 
You have tried hard to prove that the man who gives his 
note to the bank gets an equivalent when he receives its bills ; | 
but [think have utterly failed. Your ideas of paper money 
seem very much likethose of a member of congress, in the 
early part of the revolutionary war, who, in discussing the 
subject of a regular revenue system, exclaimed, “ Do you 
think, gentlemen, that I will consent to load my constituents | 
with taxes, when we can send to our printer, and get a wagon 
load of money, one quire of which will pay for the whole !” 
The bank will take care that Mr. Runhard or his endorsers 
have real wealth enough to meet payment before they give | 
him their paper money (unless, perhaps, he be a particular 
friend of one or more directors, cashier, or president, when 
there is no knowing how much he may get, or upon what se- 
curity.t) Mr. R.’s note then may fairly be considered a rep. 
resentative of so much property or specie; but as the bank 
has but little property and specie, its notes are not representa- 
tives of either ; thus it is Mr. R.’s property, or pledge of it, | 
that gives value to its notes, mainly. One thing is certain, 
that our banking lords collect a tax from the industry and la- | 
bor of this state of an immense sum annually, by the privilege | 
obtained from the legislature of passing their prettily engraved | 
promises as money. ‘The amount of the tax I consider a far | 
less evil than the injurious influence on business inseparable | 
from the process of collecting it.

There being no necessity of noticing that part of the discus- | 
sion now, I shall spend a few words on Dr. Cooper’s summary 
of the benefits of banking, as furnished by you.

Fortuer rrom Smyrna.—Constantinople, March 20.—The 
armistice demanded by the ambassador of France, is as scru- 
pulously observed by the Egyptians as by the Turks. Ibrahim 
Pacha remains at Kuytaya, where he is Waiting new orders 
from his father. 

For several days past the whole population of Congtantino- 
ple has been effected with catarrhal fevers, which in some indi- 
vidua!s assume an alarming character. Hovever, the disease 
is not fatal, and most of those who are affected are convales- 
cent in three or four days. The disorder is t general that in 
many houses they have been obliged to hire vurses, every indi- 
vidual in the family being in bed and unabh to take care of 
each other. Most cf the physicians have themelves been affect- 
ed with the disease, which they suppose is produced by some 
atmospheric influence, especially as in low phees, the number 
of cases is much more considerable than on the tops and hills 
of elevated grounds. 

Marcu 26.—Extract of a private letter.—It is said that a 
corps of the Russian army, destined for Corstantinople, has 
embarked at Odessa in merchant vessels chirtered for that 
purpose. ‘The convoy was on the point of sailing; it must 
be now on the way, and is expected every monent. ‘This news 
has caused a great sensation. 

The Turks converse together in a low tons, and it is impos- 
sible to say whether they are pleased or displeased. It is said 
that the members of the diplomatic corps are much surprised 
at this movement. It is even reported that Admiral Roussin 
has declared that the landing of the Russians at Constantino- 
ple might lead to a rupture between France and the Sublime 
Porte. But these reports are to be received with caution at a 


time like the present when so many absurd aad contradictory 


rumours are in circulation. I therfore do not give you this as 
authentic, although it would be nothing extraordinary if 
France and England should not view with complacency the 
intervention of Russia. 

It is said that an express which the French Ambassador has 
just received, bring news that Mehemet Ali has rejected the pro- 
posals offered to him, and refuses to make peace. If the Pa- 
cha of Egyp’ has really refused to accept the propositions made 
to him to withdraw his troops, we cannot but consider our- 
selves as on the eve of great events. The Porte is repairing 
his fleet, and is making great preperations for equipping his ar- 
my, which is composed of the remains of his former one and 
new recruits, and we shall probably soon see hostilities recom- 
menced. 

P. S.—At the moment of sealing my letter, I learn that or- 
ders have just been sent to Adrianople to prepare the barracks 
and khans to receive the Russian troops. 

Smyrna, March 31.—Letters from Samos state that great 
disorder prevails in that Island, and it is feared a revolution 
The situation of the country is very un- 
safe, and the better part of the inhabitants are desirous that 
the three protecting powers should promptly decide to take 
energetic measures to put an end to this deplorable state of 
affairs.

PERSECUTION OF RICHARD CARLILE. 

Mr. Ricmarp Caruite has been incarcerated in one of the 
city jails for upwards of two years, in part payment of a pe- 
nalty he incurred for the publication of what was deemed to be 
“a false, wicked, and malicious libel,” “tending to create riot, 
insubordination, and rebellion.” We will venture to affirm, 
from a perfect recollection of all the circumstances connected 
with this affair, that a more unwarrantable persecution, and a 
more infamous sentence, are scarcely to be found in those an- 
nals of legal oppression which the last century exhibits; and if 
the Whig Ministers shall be found guilty of azg¢ravating the 
punishment which Mr. Carlile has endured, by insisting upon 
the exaction of the pecuniary penalty, which the merciful city 
recorder annexed to a long period of imprisonment, they will 
add to their other numerous but comparatively venial offences, 
that of deliberate, wanton, and flagitious cruelty. Of Mr. Car- 
lile we know nothing but what is notorious to the world. Our 
Opinions upon many topics may be widely different from his, 
and the objects of our pursuit may have but little in common. 
But he has fallen a victim to the infamous law of libel—he has 
been subjected to a long term of imprisonment for the mere ut-

At 
that time the agricultural laborers, goaded to frenzy by the hor- 
rors of starvation, and the apathy with which their miseries 
were regarded by the Government and Legislature, were pro- 
ceeding in various parts of the country to destroy the machine- 
ry, which they believed to be the proximate cause of their 
wretchedness, and to appeal to the selfishness of the farmers 
and land owners, by setting fire to their stacks and barns. Mr. 
Carlile saw that the demands of these suffering creatures were 
but just and moderate; that they asked only for a very limited 
participation in the fru'ts of their industry—but which, limited 
as it was, had been hitherto refused: to their cries and tears— 
and, under the impulse of feelings which he shared in eommon 
with nine tenths of the public, he published the libel for which 
he now lies in a jail. 

“To the Insurgent Agricultural Laborers. —You are much 
to be admired for every thing you are known to have done du- 
ring the last month; for as yet there is no evidence before the 
public that you are incendiaries, or even political rebels. Much 
as every thoughtful man must lament the waste o° property, 
much as the country must suffer by the burnings of farm pro- 
duce now going on, were you proved to be the incendiaries, 
we should defend you by saving that you have more just and 
moral cause for it than any king or faction that ever made war 
had for making war. In war all destructions of property are 
counted lawful, upon the ground of that which is ealled the law 
of nations. Yours is a state of warfare, and your ground of 
quarrel_is the want of the necessaries of life in the midst of an 
abundance. 
You see a Government rioting in every sort of luxury and waste- 
ful expenditure; and von, ever ready to labor, cannot find one of 
the comforts of life. Neither your silence nor your patience has 
obtained for you the least respectful attention from that Govern- 
ment. The more tame you have grown, the more you have 
been‘oppressed and despised, the more you have been trampled 
on; and it is only now that you begin to display your physical as
